Frederick Saugrain, the oldest na­ 
tive of the ik >al8iana Fnrchase, died 
a t the home of his daughter. Mrs. 
John Waddell, Broadway and H arri­ 
son avenue, at 10:20 o’clock Sunday 
night. He was 104 y ears old on March 
2 1 1910. 
Death was assigned to a mild at­ 
tack of pneumonia, which first devel 
oped last Wednesday in the forno of a 
severe chill. 
Dr. E . A. Wood was 
summoned and diagnosed the illness 
as uraemic poisoning, but later the 
cold manifested Itself more plainly , 
finally claiming Its victim. 
Mr. Saugrain had been unconscious 
since 10 o’clock last Saturday night, 
although up to that tim efhe had full 
. use of all of his senses. 
In the latter part of March he was 
at the home of his daij^hter on Grand 
avenue, when fire brok e out in the 
house. 
Neighbors ran to his room 
and carried him to the home of a 
neighbor. 
The shock 
at 
first 
ap­ 
peared to affect the aged citizen, but 
after a few day s he appeared to be 
healthier than ever and since then 
his appetite had been better, while 
he had better use of his faculties, al­ 
though he continued almost blind. 
Mr. Saugrain 
was 
a

character. He was born In St. Louis 
on March 24. IP S . 
His father. Dr. 
Ant<mio Francois Saugrain, was a na­ 
tive of France, and one of the first 
gettlem of Sc Louis, a contemporary 
of Laclede and Choteau. 
He was a 
hiciily educated and cultured gentle­ 
man, especM ^ Almiig scientific lines, 
and was a

Guns Were Fired and London Popu­ 
lace Joined in Singing “God Save 
the King”— Old-Time Cus­ 
tom Again Revived. 


London, May 9.—W ith time hon­ 
ored ceremony of brilliant and im­ 
pressive character, George 
V 
this 
morning 
was 
publicly 
proclaimed 
k ing of England and emperor of In­ 
dia at 9 o’clock sharp. 
Four heralds, 
array ed in medivial uniforms of scar­ 
let, 
heavily 
braided 
with 
gold, 
mounted the balcony of 
the 
friary 
court at St. James 
palace, 
where 
Queen Victoria presented herself to 
the people upon the oi>ening of her 
memorable reign, and blew a fan-fare 
through long silver trumpets. 
-The 
last note had hardly died away , when 
the band- of the Goldstream guards 
struck up 
“God 
Save 
the 
King,” 
the y oung princes vrho were in the win­ 
dows of Marlborough 
house 
stood 
with their hands at salute and offi­ 
cers and troops at attention. The na­ 
tional anthem concluded, 
the 
first 
gun of a battery in St. James park , 
belched forth the roy al 
salute 
and 
officers and people in the square and 
streets at the same moment took uj^ 
the refrain, “God Save 
the 
King.” 
This was probably the most impres­ 
sive part of the ceremony .

W ithin the last few days petitions 
addressed 
to 
Superintendent 
Ben | 
Blewett and the board of education 
have been sent to the principals of all 
the schools. They ask a 25 per cent 
increase. Accompanying the petitions 
have been sent notes, requesting the 
principals to give the teachers an op­ 
portunity to sign them. Some of the 
principals have complied with such 
alacrity 
that 
the petitions already 
have begun to poár into the office 
of Supt. Blewett. 
He acknowledges 
that a number of them have reached 
him. 
^ 
Secrecy has been thrown about the 
movement and it is known to only a 
few who are taking the initiative. 
One of the principal complaints of 
the teachers is the disparity between 
the salaries paid to the rank and file 
of the teachers and those paid to men 
in the easy berths. Many of the wo­ 
men teachers, it is claimed, do not 
make as much as stenographers, and 
they say it is inlpossible for them to 
support themselves 
and 
others, 
as 
many of them have to do, on what 
they receive. 
Their work is so hard, they claim, 
that many of them break down. For 
the relief of these, the Teachers’ An­ 
nuity society has been formed. 
Contemplation of the conditions of 
which they complain has made them 
suffragettes in the sense that they 
think women should have more to say 
about the conduct of the schools. 
■ It is the expectation that the signers 
of the petitions will be brought to­ 
gether if the increase is not granted, 
and will take such steps as seem de­ 
sirable to enforce ^demands 
which 
they consider reasonable. 
Out of the 
fight for higher salaries is expected 
to grow a movement for women on 
the board of education. 
Salaries for next year will be fixed 
at the July meeting of the board. 
Recommendations are made by Supt. 
BleVett two weeks prior to the meet­ 
ing. Blewett says he will have to be 
governed by the amount of money in 
sight rather than by the wishes of the 
teachers in making his recommenda 
tions. 
“My action, or the action of the 
board,” he said, “cannot be governed 
by petitions, but must be governed by 
facts and the funds available.” 
Tbp^ petitions of the teachers wouh 
be considered in making his recora 
mendations, he said, but they would 
not govern.
